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Hopgood Says State Needs Cigarette Tax 


As one of 55 state representatives 
who voted in favor of HB 5632 last 
month, Hoon-Yung Hopgood (D-—Tay- 
lor) believes that the controversial 75- 
cent cigarette tax increase called for in 
the bill is necessary to "preserve the 
basic safety. net" for all Michigan 
residents. 

"It was a difficult vote, but the State 
is in need of the additional revenue to 
prevent additional cuts to education and 
heath care," he stated. 

"Michigan cut over $3 billion from 
its budget last year and faces another 
$1.3-billion deficit this year," Hopgood 


explained. "[Governor Jennifer Gran- 
holm's] budget proposal, including the 
cigarette tax increase, protects the qual- 
ity of life for Michigan residents without 
creating deep cuts in education, health 
care, or public safety. The increased 
revenue from the tax increase would go 
to help prevent cuts in these areas." 

In the revised form that finally won 
the bare minimum of votes necessary 
for passage in the House, HB 5632 
would raise the tax from $1.25 to $2 per 
pack on cigarettes only (no other tobac- 
co products) for a period of three years. 
From July 1, 2004, through September 


30, 2004, more than 91% of the 75-cent 
increase would go to the General Fund/ 
General Purpose (GF/GP); during the 
remainder of the three-year period, the 
budgets that would benefit from the $2 
tax include: 
e GF/GP: 9.923% 
School Aid Fund: 39.850% 
Medicaid Trust Fund: 40.350% 
Health and Safety Fund: 2.363% 
Healthy Michigan Fund: 6.975% 
Wayne County indigent health care: 
0.540%. 

The bill is currently before the Sen- 
ate for its consideration. O
